Vhcflnitn are off together for a day's 
run <]<>rs not give them uiu right to tain 
posses-sum of uuy country hotfl they 
may stop at for dwuvr, nor .-loes it give 
them tlic right to takt- jxissm-ssion of the 
toad along •which they ar« riding, nor 
the right to hecomi* noisy j»nrt trouble- 
some to the people whom they may 
meet either 011 the ro.id or where they 
stop. There have been ho many ill 
KCiiQces of late iu the vicitiit} of large 
cities where a di>zeii ronng meii, indi- 
vidually well bred and gentlemanly, 
have made themselves so disagreeable 
that hotels and stopping places have 
been obliged to mako ceruiii rules, snch 
as preventing the wheelmen from com 
ing into the dining room in bicycle cos- 
tume or from sitting in the public 
rooms, except perhaps the cafe, for the 
proprietors have found that the moment 
the members of a party dress in civilian 
costume they again realize their re- 
sponsibility aa individals to the com- 
munity, and that while they remain in 
their bicycle costume they seem to think 
they have no responsibility -whatsoever. 


This sort of behavior does more barm 


to the general bicycling fraternity than 
can be well estimated. A few men go- 
ing to a place and making themselves 
obnoxious to all there will spoil that 
particular house for bicyclists for many 
a day to come. The others are treated 
like intruders. Each one is shunned by 
people for fear he is another of the first 
gang. Regulations such as the above 
are posted up in plain view, making 
him, 
BO to speak, a restricted person, 


and in general many quiet people who 
are fond of bicycling trips have their 
pleasure marred simply from this lack 
of responsibility oa the part of a few 
•who have preceded them.— Harper's 
Bound Table. 


France and American Student*. 


The Sorboane is by no means satisfied 


with simply allowing its stndents to 
listen to courses of lectures. It therefore 
provides on a large scale a system of 
conferences or cours fermes, which are 
designed to drill the student ia special 
problems and questions, as well as for 
explaining and developing iu detail 
those subjects which the professor can- 
not fully dwell upon iu bis regular 
course. The instruction here is given 
mostly by assistant; professors, but it 
must not be inferred from this title that 
they are tyros in science. In the depart- 
ment of mathematics the teachers at 
the Sorbonne include men who, in addi- 
tion to holding a very high rank amoug 
the mathematicians of the world, have 
displayed that force and elegance is 
treating their subject which baa long 
been a feature of French science and 
who have prepared textbooks nneqnaled 
for clearness and precision. 


Heretofore admission to these courses 


has been mostly confined to holders of 
the French baccalaureat, bnt there is 
no regulation absolutely requiring this 
qualification. If any American student 
who has taken his bachelor's degree 
wishes to etuoU himself at the Sotbonne 
as a student, he will experience no dif 
ficnlty escept C.at arising from the in- 
creasing numbers who flock thither fot 
instruction. At a conference at which 
the writer was present the number at 
tending was go great that any individ- 
ual most have felt himself somewhat 
at a disadvantage.—Professor Simon 
Kewcomb in Forum.

No committee can tell whether 


word is a good word or a bad word, 01 
whether it is wanted or not Old fash 
ioned people will always tell yon that a 
ne*.v word is not wanted and that ther< 
aro plenty of exact equivalents for it al 
ready iu the language. This seems con 
elusive, yet experience often proves tha 
they were wrong (and that there was a 
shade of meaning which they did no 
perceive, but which was neverthelcs 
pressing eagerly for expression. Thou 
sauds of words which we now conside 
absolutely essential to the lacguag 
were, when they were first introduced 
described as quite unnecessary and the j 
mere surplusage of pedantry or affecta- 
tion. Let any one turn to that most 
! humorous of Elizabethan plays, "The 


Poetaster," and road the scene in which 
the poet (Marston is the subject of the 
satire) is given au emetic and made tc 
bring np all the newfangled words 
•which ho has used in his works. The 
character who is watching tho results 
keeps on calling out that such and such 
a monstrosity "has newly come up." 


This was thought a brilliant piece of 


satire at the time, and yet now half the 
condemned words are admitted by all 
readers and writers. In truth, there can 
be no censorship iu literature. The only 
possible plan is to give every word its 
chance and allow the fittest to survive. 
It was in this sense that Dryden de- 
clared that he proposed new words, 
and if tho public approved "tho bill 
passed" and tho word became law. In- 
stead of a writer being on the lookout 
to throttle and destroy any and every 
new word or phrase that may be sug- 
gested, it ought to be his business to eii- 
courago all true aud fitting develop- 
ments of his native tongue. Dryden, in 
the admirable passage from which we 
have quoted already, uses the memo- 
rable phrase, "I trade both with tho liv- 
ing and the dead for the enrichment of 
our tongue."—London Spectator.

Through nervous fright horses some- 


imes become panic stricken aud abso- 
lutely uncontrollable. They suffer also 
occasionally from what, for want of a 
better name, may to called "nervous 
paralysis," when they seem to be phys- 
ically incapable of motion. This con- 
dition is almost invariably the result of 
brutal treatment, aud llio only reason- 
able explanation of it is tbat the first 
emotion aroused in the horse by punish- 
ment is fear; that when he finds tbat 
be cannot escape anger and a spirit of 
resistance are mingled witb his fright, 
ami that these combined emotions pro- 
duce this morbid state. 


The horse is quick to taka advantage 


of the ignorance or the fear of those 
who control him. As compared witb 
the dog, he is somewhat slow of com- 
prehension, but he differs from the dog 
in this also—tbat be seldom becomes 
"too old to learn new tricks," and his 
memory is so retentive that he never 
forgets whatr he has once thoroughly 
learned. 


It may also be set down as a rule, 


witb but few exceptions, that he intends 
to do jnst right. If be err, it is from 
ignorance, pain or fright, rarely from 
stubbornness or vice. This seems to be 
generally unknown or at least disre- 
garded, for of all animals tbe horse is 
tbe least understood, the most harshly 
judged and unjustly treated, and for the 
least infraction of discipline be is too 
often brutally punished. If men who 
train horses wonld control their tem- 
pers and endeavor to ascertain the cause 
of the animal's misbehavior, they would 
find tbat there is of ten a good excuse for 
his actions. 


The eye is the best index to the ani- 


mal's feelings. The ears are very ex- 
pressive, tmt they do not reveal so 
plainly the emotions that are dominat- 
ing him ag the eye does. Therefore 
study the eye with its varying expres- 
sions, and when you can read its mean- 
ing yon hold the key to one of the chief 
secrete of successful horse training. 


Tbe horse should be convinced that 


resistance is useless, but do not be im- 
patient or harsh. Remember that eno-

While it is true tbat with some horses 


the whip must be occasionally used, it 
should be the very last resort, and re- 
member always that one, or at moat 
two, cuts and a few sternly spoken 
words are more efficacious than an 
hour's punishment There is no more 
vicious or false idea than that a horse is 
benefited by a "sound thrashing." On 
the contrary, it is the very worst thing 
you can do, because the horse's recollec- 
tion of the pain and the fright occa 
sioned by it is more vivid and enduring 
than his rexnembraijce of why it was

It is a safe rule for any one having a 


hasty temper not to have a whip at 
hand. The temptation to use it may be 
too great. Aud it is also wise not to at- 
tempt to teach him when you are in a 
bad bnrnor, lor if he does not do just 
right you will probably vent some of it 
on him 


When whipping is used only as a last 


resort, the necessity for it seldom arises. 
As the. horse makes progress in his edu- 
cation he understands better what is re

the passive official Instrument. H« 
be bees true to his convictions o 
public policy • treat opportunity was 
presented for tbe performance of 
signal service to tbe country. H 
should bave earnestly raised bis pro 
test in tbe cabinet of President Mo 
Klnlev against this most mischievous 
Hawaiian scheme. He should hav 
urged the utter unfitness of Innab 
tants of the South Sea Islands for ad 
mission into the American Union. 
To the pretense that the annexation 
ot Hawaii is popular he should hav 
responded that tbe duty of a states- 
man is to resist popular caprices and 
to enlighten popular instincts when 
tber waader far astray, as on this 
occasion. He should have dwelt upon 
the endless difficulties connected with 
the erection of a territorial govern 
t for the uncivilised Inhabitants 


of Hawaii aad with the conversion o 
the territory into a state of tbe 
American Union under conditions 
that would be wholly incompatible 
with American institutions. 
He 


should bave shown the enormous ex 
penditure that would follow this ac- 
quisition, and the small return for 
the money la its sugar plantations 
and, finally, be should have instate* 
upon the folly aad danger of urgini 
the country into a career of foreign 
adventure tbe end ot which no man 
could predict. Had all this failed to 
anvlnee President McKinlev and his 
cabinet, Secretary Sherman would 
bave had the alternative of resignlnj 
his office and of leaving to eomi 
other instrument the task of signing 
tbe treaty ot Hawaiian annexation 


But when a Washington telegram 


mentioned that secretary Sherman 
might resign in consequence of the 
Oawailan question the absurdity of 
tbe thing was apparent to all who 
had observed the fatal defect in his 
character. Although the story con- 
veyed an indirect compliment, be 
iromptly denounced it as 'a lie'—as 
>f he imagined that the public might 
deem him capable ot giving up his 
office for the sake of his opinions on 
i grave question of public policy 
Other American statesmen have re- 
signed in such circumstances; but 
secretary Sherman belongs to n dir 
terent strain. 


Assuredly, a public man is not to 


be censured wben he changes bis 
opinions on public questions after 
mature deliberation. 
On the eon 


rary, such change is deserving of 
he highest recognition; and the his. 
ory of free government, our own 
among the rest, has some noble ex 
amples of the sacrifice of preconceived 
opinions to public duty. But when a 
man vibrates from side to Bide on al! 
weighty questions as often as has 
secretary Sherman it is not possible 
o charitably attribute these frequent 
changes 
to 
political 
conviction, 


especially wben they have invariably 
turned to the side that seemed at 
he time best for the personal in- 
terests of John Sherman. He has 
always been engaged in 'mending 
Us fences;' and when brought sud- 
denly face to face with tbe Hawaiian 
>reaty it was Impossible for him to 
bangethe habits of a lifetime in 
obedience to his views of public 
>olicy. He could not conceive of 
uch a notion aa giving up his office 
because of a disagreement with Pres- 
dent McKinley on such a matter as 
lawaii. A French philosopher once 
became involved in a difference with 
a royal personage, who, having the 
worst of the argument; lost his tem- 
per. 
The philosopher blandly ob- 


erved: 'In future I shall take care 


agree with His Majesty when he 


s in the wrong.' What was here 
said in irony is tbe guiding principle 
f such statesmen as secretary Sher- 
man who never permit the public 
-.ause, much less so trivial a matter 
s a difference of opinion, to interfere 
with their own advancement.

Fruit u Food. 


A Chicago phjsimau is responsible 


for revolutionary theories m regard to 
fruits. He undertakes tc prove the prac 
tical worthlesfiness as food of all cnlti 
vated varieties. Hyper-acid fruits, such 
as the lemon, shaddock, orange, applo 
and cherry, he asserts, should never be 
eaten. 
Snbacid fruits, such as the 


grape, pear and peach, may be eaten, 
but with extreme caution. Sweet fruits 
like the fig, banana and date, he un 
qnahfiedly commends, as they are sun 
ply wild fruits and have not bsen 
changed from their natural conditions 
or flavor by man. On the other hand, 
the fruits he condemns, he says, are 
forced or abnormal variations, as is 
shown when cultivated and after-ware 
allowed to run wild. They immediate- 
ly retrograde and assume the sour anc 
inedible qualities originally inherent in 
them. Man, he claims, has not been 
able to make a proper food of them. 
They are unnatural combination1! ol 
fruit element*, and are 
frequently 


to cause digestive disturbances 


when taken into tho stomach. By fore 
ing seedlings, giaftmg and assiduously 
cultivating under artificial conditions 
man has modified the progenitors o! 
our present domestic Aiits, be has 
nade them acceptable to tho palate, 
rot he hnsnot eliminated their harmful 
qualities.

Spider Silk. 


Notwithstanding the failure common- 


ly attending attempts hitherto made to 
obtain from spiders, gathered collective- 
ly for the purpose1, an amount of silk 
sufficient for industrial uses, it is now 
claimed by M. Oambollc, a French nat- 
uralist, that the Madagascar species of 
this insect is susceptible of management 
capable of some practical results in this 
line. Ho has found that the spider of 
that country ia capable of producing at 
the beginning of its work inoro than 
100 yards of thread per hour, increas- 
ing in quantity until it actually pro- 
duces more than 150 yards in tbat 
length of time. His experiments also 
show that this thread has about the. 
consistency and strength of the thread 
yielded by the silkworm that is fed on 
mulberry leaves. A peculiar little ma- 
chine winds the threads on bobbins as 
soon as it issues from the spider.—Kew 
York Sun.

It always is a holiday on a 
tmiut's day, and tht-re ar<t> uiaiiy 
j saints' days in the Greek calendar. 
How the laud gets cultivated at all 
is a marvel, but it does suxuehow. 


There are co iuclosures, or very 


few. 
You are walking along iniio- 


cently and suddenly find yourself 
striding over vine furrows. At 
first you think you are trespass- 
ing and try to go around, but 
a little experience makes you bold, 
and you find that you are doing 
quite the right thing. You may be 
attacked by a dog, but that is not 
because you are off the path, but 
because you are a human being. 


The Greek dog is a marvelous 


beast. We have vivid recollections 
of him. His one principle is that 
aiuii is his natural foe, and he 
takes eveiy opportunity of putting 
his principle into practice. He gen- 
erally appears from nowhere and 
makes for you. You must get rid 
of him quickly or be will call to his 
aid brethren seven times worse than 
himself and get rid of you. You 
generally begin by shying stones. 
These are always at hand in Greece. 
Providence, I suppose, never gives 
an evil without a corresponding an- 
tidote. .This may drive him off if 
he is alone and not very bold. If it 
doesn't, you.must adopt more vigor- 
ous measures. Don't shoot him, be- 
cause there is a superstition that he 
has an owner, and that owner will 
probably turn up at the critical mo- 
ment and shoot you. But you may 
stab him if you happen to be carry- 
ing a large enough knife and have 
the skill to use it, or you may brain 
him with your walking stick if it 
be heavy enough. If these fail, 
there is said to be one remedy left. 
You may sit still, and he, too, will 
sit still and look at you. This is 
said to be infallible, but we never 
bad the courage to try it. It is no 
doubt an extremely comfortable 
feeling to be seated in the center of 
a circle of canine admirers, but it 
would be afit-to pall after a time, 
and Greece is not so thickly popu- 
lated that you can depend on a res- 
cue arriving within an hour, or a 
day either. 


If you pass through the perils of 


the way and reach the village in 
safety, you will, of course, go to 
the inn, cafe, what you will. Here 
are all the men of the place, talk- 
ing, laughing, driving away cares 
which never come to them. The 
prevaiiing'COBtume is the long, gray 
cloak of the shepherd, the most pic- 
turesque garment in Greece. These 
men will stare at you perhaps a lit- 
tle, but they will make you wel- 
come. They will all talk to you in 
their own tongue, and you will an- 
swer in yours. It does not matter a 
hit that neither understands the 
other. Both parties will be equally 
pleased. We remember once meet- 
ing an old shepherd on the slopes of 
Hymettus. He stopped and entered 
into a long conversation. What it 
was about we do not know, but he 
seemed well pleased, and after 
About 20 minutes we wished him. 
good night in the only words of his 
language that we knew. You will 
probably meet the village priest 
too. He is only a peasant like the 
rest, but he is recognized as a su- 
perior being on Sundays. 
Then if 


you are thirsty you drink krasi, the 
wine of the country, very mild and 
very like; sealing was. At first you 
will hate it, but after you have got 
accustomed to it you will prefer it 
to champagne, or you may drink 
"mastich" if you merely want to 
be sociable. If you are wise, you 
will eat bread and honey, real Hy- 
mettus honey, which the whole 
world cannot beat And then you 
will get up and go home, feeling 
that there is no one you have met 
like the Greek peasant.—Pall Mall 
Gazette.

The 
dog was evidently in great pain and 
drowsy, but there were no tremors, con- 
vulsions or staggering. It is worthy of 
note that a certain immunity seems ob- 
tainable, for the dog suffered less on the 
second occasion and still less on the 
third. Two cases of men being wounded 
are reported, in both of which the ani- 
mals were irritated, one by being shot 
and bandied, the other by being handled 
only. The symptoms were the same as 
in the dog. No deaths are reported in 
human beings, but four in dogs." 


FIRST SUNDAY SCHOOL. 


John VTnlejr'i In Georgia Antedate! Rob- 


ert Bitlket- Fifty Yean. 


In recounting the ministrations of 


John Wesley in Georgia, where the fa- 
mous preacher sowed the first seeds of 
.Methodism iu America, the Rev. W. J. 
Scott, D. D., in The Ladies' Home 
Journal, claims that Wesley established 
the first Sunday school in the world at 
Savannah. In connection with his oth- 
er labors, which were indeed prodigious, 
Wesley, soon after his arrival in Geor- 
gia, in 1736, began to provide for tne 
Sunday school instruction of the chil- 
dren of the parish. His devotion to chil- 
dren at times almost amounted to in- 
fatuation. Children were likewise equal- 
ly attached to him, as shown in their 
intercourse with him. Both ou week 
days and Sabbathg ho gave no little at- 
tention to educational work. As a pre- 
liminary labor on tho Sabbath before the 
evening service he required them to 
convene iu the church, at which time 
he catechised them thoroughly and fur- 
nished them with additional teaching 
from the Bible itself. 


In the present Wesleyan Memorial 


church in Savannah there is a Sunday 
school room into which hundreds of 
children crowd for Sunday instruction. 
The original school %vas less in number, 
but it was unquestionably the first Sun- 
day school in the world. When taught 
by Wesley, it numbered between 60 and 
75 scholars, but from all accounts there 
were few if any Indian boys in his ear- 
lier classes. A very high authority, Sir 
Charles Reed, M. P., LL. D., of Eng- 
land, is clearly of th« opinion that this 
Sunday school was th« first founded in 
the world, and that it antedates by a 
half century the secular instruction of 
Robert Rallies at Gloucester, England, 
as well as tho first school iu America 
upon Baikcs' plan which was estab- 
lished in the city of New York.

Yon see, 
my grandfather ra;;^ifactured salt 
by Digging -.veils, into which the 
salt water flowed in great quanti- 
ties, and this water he boiled, evap- 
orating the moistxire and causing a 
resMue of fine salt. 


li\Vhen rny tr- -bfrr Jearned of the 


high price of salt ia New Orleans, 
he went to my father, then prac- 
ticing law in Baton Rouge, and sug- 
gested that he be given permission 
to work the then abandoned wells 
and make pin money for himself. 
There was no objection, and with 
the assistance of several slaves John 
proceeded to open the old wells hy 
clearing out the accumulation of 
debris and boiling the brine, as his 
grandfather had done years before 
him. 


"He opened a number of new 


wells and was soon selling salt at a 
great rate, but the demand increased, 
and he decided to open a big well 
some 10 feet square. The work pro- 
Cecdbu, but the usual depth was 
reached with no result,' The water 
did not flow. He concluded to dig 
deeper, and at 16 feet came upon 
what the negro diggers said was an 
old stump. Failing to chop the 
'stump' with an ax, the negro con- 
cluded he had struck a bed of rock, 
and when my brother descended in- 
to the excavation ho managed, with 
a cold chisel, to cut out a piece of 
what he thought was transparent 
rock. My father, however, who 
happened to be on the island at the 
time, knew what had been discov- 
ered, and in the course of a little 
while the wonder of the discovery 
had been noised all over the country. 


"Thus was discovered the first 


rock salt deposit in tho south, and a 
few months after that time a dozen 
shafts were being worked in a crude 
way, 
and we were shipping salt to 


Richmond in great quantities, at 
least great for that period in the 
world's history. 
Work has pro- 


gressed almost steadily since that 
time, and we are shortly to begin a 
new shaft, which will go deeper 
than ever—in fact, drop beneath the 
old workings, although this is not 
necessary, because we can tap the 
deposit where we choose."—New 
Orleans Times-Democrat.

Slid crew conio and j;o; masts, decks, 
engines aijd boilers l*-come old aud aro 


•jiaceii by ui:wGiU'&; but from the <luy 
ui sin- lir.-:t. glides into the water the 
.i:^e ship's bell remains always a part 
uf her, marking hr.r progress all ever the 
world, and filially going down with 
her to a lonely grave at the bottom of 
the sea, or surviving her as a cherished 
souvenir of her existence and achieve- 
nit-uts. On a man-of-war the bell i» 
Usually inscribed with her name and 
the date of her launching, and as it is 
probable that it may some day become 
a memento of a glorious history the bell 
is often thu subject of special care in 
casting or selection. 
Sometimes the 


hundreds of workmc-n who have built 
the great ship contribute each a silver 
coin to be melted and molded into a 
bell, which shall be the token of thcil 
love for the object of tbeir creation aud 
their interest in her future career. Of- 
ten the people of tho city or state after 
which a man-of-war is named may pre- 
sent to her a magnificent bell, appropri- 
ately cmaraented and inscribed with 
words of good will and good wishes. 
Such a beil is usually presented with 
ceremony after the ship goes into com- 
mission. 


Ships' bells in general are made of 


bronze, like other bells. The addition 
of silver in their composition gives 
them a peculiarly clear and musical 
tone. They are placed in such a posi- 
tion on the upper deck that they may 
be heard from one end of the ship to 
the other and are usually near the 
mainmast or at the break of the fore- 
castle. One peculiarity exists in a ship's 
bell which is necessary on account of 
her motion at sea. The tongue is hung 
so that it can swing in only one direc- 
tion. If it were not so, the bell would 
be continually ricg'ng as the ship roll- 
ed and pitched. The direction in which 
tho tongue can swing is another impor- 
tant point. If it were athwartships, the 
bell would ring at every heavy roll of 
the ship, and if it were fore and aft the 
bell would ring at every deep pitch, so 
the direction in which the tongue can 
swing is nearly half way around be- 
tween these two.

How They Wash. 


Tho hardest \vorked washerwomen 


in the world aro tho Koreans. They 
have to wash about a dozen dresses for 
their husbands, and inasmuch as every 
man wi'Rts pantaloons or drawers so 
baggy that tht-y como up to his neck 
like those of a clown they have plenty 
to do. *The washing is usually done ia 
colrt water and often

streams. The clothes are pounded with 
paddles until they shine liko a shirt 
froi.it fresh from u Chinese laundry. 


Iho Japanese- rip their garments 


apart for t-very washing, and they iron 
their clothes by spreading them ou a 
flat board aud leaning this up against 
the house to dry. The sun takes the 
wrinkles ont of the clothes, and gome 
of them have qnit« ;v luster. The Jap- 
anese woman does her washing out of 
clooes. Her wash rub is not more than 
six inches high and is about as big 
around as the average disiipau. She 
gels tl«> dirt ont of tho clothes by rub- 
bing them between her hands.

sometimes uses Japanese soap, which 
is full of grease, and works away with 
her bare feet. Tho Chinese girls do 
their washing in much the same way. 


The washing in Egypt is -usually done 


by lift men. Tho Egyptian washerman 
stands naked on the banks of the Nile 
and slaps the wet clothes, with a noise 
like the shot of a pistol, on tho smooth 
stones at tho edge of the running water, 
and such fellah women as wash pound 
the dirt out of their clothes in the same 
•way. 


Frenchwomen pound the dirt out with 


paddles, often slamming tho clothes up- 
on stones, as the Egyptians do.—Ex-

Tradition to Guide C*. 


To take the 20 story steel frame 


building and think it oat for itself is to 
begin with that building of Chicago in 
which tho panels between the uprights 
of the steel frame are filled with thin 
iron, just as they might have been filled 
with pasteboard or leather. Such a 
building has no walls. The spaces be- 
tween the constructional uprights and 
horizontals are simply filled, partly 
with glass, partly with an opaque 
screen. That is the logical beginning of 
the new tradition, and if the designers 
will take that up und vvork at it, they 
may, 
in the course of the century, de- 


velop a new style of architecture. There 
is little chance, apparently, of that be- 
ing done. Instead of that, each designer 
is applying to his own tall building the 
forms which he finds in books or as 
used in bis own practice on buildings 
cf a *;;r different character, these previ- 
ous buildings having been designed 
themselves by reference to books rather 
than under the sway of tradition. 


In short, no man can say that he has 


learned of his predecessors any safe arid 
certain way of going at his work, and 
thu consequence is that those conditions 
under which alone can the design of 
any building bo made successful aro 
wanting. 
Since the world began no 


man has ever designed a good building 
independently of tradition. It is as cer- 
tain that no wan ever will do so as it 
is certain that no man will build a good, 
swift, Jnrgo freight carrying ship with- 
out having consulted the lines of other 
ships not quite so highly developed.—
